WHEREAS, the Alden Town Board has received a request from the Parks Department to
purchase a new playground equipment for the Town Parks (a sit and spin; a mommy and me swing; and
a peak climber); which will be purchased pursuant to the New York State Bid List;

WHEREAS, the Town's Procurement Policy & Procedure Guidelines (“Guidelines”) state that the
Town must prepare a request for proposal and then obtain written quotes, except when the purchase is
made from the New York State Bid List;

WHEREAS, Miracle Recreation Equip. Co. is on the New York State Bid List (Contract Number:
PC 67836) and offers the needed playground equipment ( as per the attached quote);

WHEREAS, the Town Board after full and careful consideration finds that it is in the public
interest to purchase the new playground equipment.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS, THAT:

1. The Town Board approves the purchase of: one sit and spin (5$2,899.00); one mommy and me swing
with label (5868.00) and one peak climber (51,994.00); plus freight fees of $764.97; minus the State
Bid Discount of $527.00 for a total cost of $5,998.97 from Miracle Recreation Equip.

Construction to replace the Alden Sewer District No. 2 Wastewater Treatment Plant at a total cost of
$1,260,070.00; and

WHEREAS, the construction has been completed and three change orders have been
presented to the Town by the Contractor, all offered price reductions.
NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS, THAT:

1. The Town Board approves Change Order No. 1 offers a price reduction of $12,000.00 for inspection
costs, administration costs and inspection staff ; Change Order No. 2 offers a reduction of $5,260.00 for
a credit for the pump subcontractor; and change Order # 3 offers a credit of $3,216.42 for sewage
hauling and repairs to a neighboring property; bringing the total contract price down to $$1,239,593.58:

A LOCAL LAW RESCINDING THE RESIDENECY LAW OF THE TOWN OF ALDEN
Be it enacted by the Town Board of the Town of Alden as follows:
Section 1.

The Residencey Law of the Town of Alden, adopted on December 4, 2006 and amended on November 4,
2019 is rescinded.

Section 2.
This Local Law shall take effect immediately.

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY SUPERVISOR ADAMSKI, WHO MOVED ITS ADOPTION,
SECONDED BY COUNCILWOMAN PAUTLER, TO WIT;

WHEREAS, the Alden Town Board has determined that the three holding tanks at Sewer District
# 2 Plant urgently need to be pumped the estimated cost of which less than $10,000.00 but greater than
$2,000.00;

WHEREAS, the Procurement Policy & Procedure Guidelines (“Guidelines”) of the Town of Alden
state that the Town must request quotes and then obtain written quotes from at least three vendors;

WHEREAS, a written request for proposals to pump three septic tanks with a total maximum
capacity of approximately 32,000 gallons was made to three vendors, and quotes were received as
follows as follows:

the highest quote is from JMM Construction of WNY Inc. at $.19 per gallon;
the second highest quote is from JAZZ Excavating, Inc. at $.18 per gallon

the lowest quote is from Macken Services, Inc. at $.16 per gallon; and;
WHEREAS, Macken Services, Inc.is deemed the lowest responsible bidder; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board after full and careful review and consideration; finds that it is in the
public interest to authorize the pumping.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS, THAT:

1. The Town Board approves the hiring of Macken Services, Inc. at a cost of $.16 per actual gallon
pumped to pump out the three septic tanks at Sewer District #2. The exact costs can not be determined
at this time as it is not possible to determine how many galloon need to be pumped from the tanks;

2. Chris Snyder is authorized to sign any and all necessary documents to effectuate this hiring; and
3. This resolution shall take effect immediately.
